It was the belief I 
of most of the councilmen that the I 
shortage oi water at the present time ! 
is due to tho great waste by patrons.; 
The council believes that the prac- j 
lice can not be 
stopped 
without! 
charging 
every 
patron 
for 
the I 
amount of water which is used. 
The* 
meeting last night finally ended with j 
a visit to the plant. 


The members of the city govern­ 
ment realize that they are placed in 
a very strained position by the fail- J 
lire to furnish water to the patrons 
o f the city plant. 
Mayor 
Black, 
speaking ihe sentiment of the whole 
council, said that he 
realized that 
they were “up aga inst it" and that 
something must be done. 
He declar­ 
ed that ii is the intention of the city 
official body to do the best that it 
can within its power that will be both 
beneficial to the city and residents of 
the city. 


Members of the council in discuss­ 
ing the problem deplored the fact 
that the innocent people must suffer! 
fo r the acts of the guilty 
parties, j 
They are sincere in their belief that I 
the present difficulty is due to the 


fa ct that many people are “hogs" I 
and use more than their share of wa­ 
ter. 
They know patrons who use wa­ 
ter for sprinkling purposes and are 
not paying for the privilege. 
They 
also know persons who use a hose 
with no nozzle 
and thus 
waste a I 
great amount of water that does no 
good when used to sprinkle. 
The meeting had not been in se-- 
sion long before it was unanimously 
decided that the 
water 
pressure 
should be shut off completely from 
eleven o’clock at night, with the ex­ 
ception of Saturday night, until four 
or five o’clock ii? the morning, or at 
least until the reservoir 
had been 
filled. 
Tliis will be done in order to 
fill the supply tank during the night 
so that the pressure will be good dur­ 
ing the day and will 
also be kept 
above the 
fire limit 
which 
is ten 


inches of water in Hip reservoir. 
The meeting had not progressed 
fur before Councilman Parsons sug­ 
gested that tfie water be shut off at 
night so that the pumps could fill the 
reservoir during the night and the 
pressure would be good 
the next 
day. He gave two reasons 
for the 
proposed action: First, that the city 
council would be fulfilling its part of 
the contract by supplying patrons 
with plenty of water during the day 
and secondly, that the water pres­ 
sure might be kept within the fire 
limit and thus not allow the city to 
be in grave danger in case of a seri­ 
ous fire. 


Tile idea met with general approv­ 
al among the members of the council. 
“The only trouble about the plan,” 
observed Councilman Ed Kelly sar­ 
castically, “is that al! of the milk, 


berries and other perishable stuff will 


spoil in these milk troughs that they 


have been in the habit of cooling by 


running the good city water through 


It all night.”

Present Action Begun In the Federal 
Court in New York Is Said to Be | 
but the Beginning of Prosecutions 


Ag a inst Wha t Is Regarded by Many 


a s the Most Oppressive Monopoly 


in the Country. 


New York , May 20.—The depart­ 
ment of justice has inaugurated in 
the United States circuit court in this 
city, right on the heels of the supreme 
court decision in. the 
Standard Oil 
case, the first of a series of prosecu­ 
tions 
against what is regarded by 
many as the most oppressive monop­ 
oly in the country, the so-called lum­ 
ber trust. 
As evidence that the government 
never doubted the 
outcome of the 
Standard Oil proceeding, it may be 
stated (hat the lumber trust prosecu­ 
tion has been in course of prepara­ 
tion for more than a year along the 
lines followed in hunting down the 
Rock efeller monopoly. 
The first suit 
is directed against the lumber con -1 
cerns in an agreement which shuts out 
consumers in New England and a part 
of the middle states from direct deal­ 
ings with lumber producers. 
Other 
prosecutions will be inaugurated as 
rapidly as the evidence can be whipped 
into shape. 
This is the government’s first anti­ 
trust suit conforming to the supreme 
court’s Standard Oil decision, in that 
it alleges “undue” and “unreasonable” 
restraint of trade of the consumer and j 
the manufacturer. The suit is replete 
with sensational allegations, and it is 
asserted that builders and consumers 
of lumber the country over are at the j 
mercy of th ' retailers’ organization in J 
different sections of the United States, j 
The suit is against the Eastern States 
Retail Lumber Dealers’ association, 
which is the central body of nine local j 
organizations covering five states, the | 
District of Columbia and the cities of 
Baltimore and Philadelphia. 
Attorney General Wick ersham and 
his special assistant, Clark McKer 
cher, have devoted more than a year 
to gathering the evidence on which 
suit is based. 
This evidence includes 
copies of the 
alleged 
agreements, 
black lists and reports of the various 
organizations, 
branding 
wholesalers 
and retailers who have dared to vio­ 
late the rules of the association as 
“poachers,” 
“maverick s,” 
‘scalpers” 
and 
illegitimate dealers,” to whom 
“short shrift” must be applied. 
The 
government charges, in brief, that by 
an elaborate system of black listing, 
not only individual 
customers, but 
some of the largest industrial corpora­ 
tions have been prevented from deal­ 
ing directly with wholesalers. 
By al­ 
leged unlawful agreements and acts, 
it is charged, all competition for the 
trade of the contractor, the builder, 
the manufacturer of finished lumber 
products and the individual consumer 
has been thrown entirely into the 
hands of the retailers in the Eastern 
States Retail Lumber Dealers’ asso­ 
ciation and Its constituent organiza­ 
tions. 
Officials of the department of jus­ 
tice regard the suit as the most im­ 
portant in principle of any yet under­ 
tak en by the government against al­ 
leged conspiracies said to affect the 
cost of living. 
It is believed that 
should the courts uphold the govern­ 
ment’s contention that it is a viola­ 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law to 
prevent the ultimate consumer from 
buying direct from the producer, other 
suits will be started against combina­ 
tions of retailers alleged to be in con­ 
trol of the mark eting of many of the 
commodities of life.

Senator Bailey, who was one of the 
strongest defenders of the Illinois sen­ 
ator when his title to his seat was 
q uestioned in the last congress, said 
that there could be now’ no objection 
to the reopening of this case. 
When Senator La Follette calls up 
on Monday his resolution providing 
for a special committee to investigate 
the charges against Lorimer there will 
be a motion to amend the resolution 
so as to provide that the investigation 
be conducted by the committee on 
privileges and elections. 
While Mr. 
La Follette will oppose the amend­ 
ment of his resolution, it is contended 
that a large majority of senators will 
vote for the amendment authorizing 
the committee on privileges and elec­ 
tions to conduct the investigation. 
Some of the older members who voted 
to unseat Lorimer say that it w’ould be 
a needless affront to the members of 
the privileges and elections committee 
to place the election in the hands of a 
committee selected by Senator La Fol­ 
lette.
